It was not enough 
that they should merely progress in 
their friendship, but they should try} 
and understand their national aspira- 
tions. They, in the United Kingdom, 
were a little too much inelineéd to think 
that national aspirations could only be 
political. They always thought that if 
there were any great national senti- 
ment it must always be in the direction 
of inereased political power to the 
democracy, betause those were the lines 
upon which most of their domestic po- 
‘litical people were thinking. 

They must remember that in the vase 
of Russia they had aspirations which 
were national and legitimate, and those 
were territorial aspirations. They could 

not expect a great country like Russia, 
of overwhelming wealth, which had 
hardly yet been touched, to feel satis- 
fied with her present ‘arrangements’ for 
the circulation of her products all over 
the world. They must sympathize and 
learn to understand the legitimate as- 
pirations of Russia, and he sincerely 
hoped that the end of the war would see 
her aspirations settled on a basis WIſich 
would be satisfactory to all the allied 
parties concerned, because there could 
be no surer way of having lasting peace 
than that.

ON SWISS IDEAI. 
BY M. MICHEL! 


Bond of Unity Which Drew 
Switzerland Together Defined 
People Urged to Unite by 
Strong Faith of Common Ideal 


(Speeial to The Christian Science Monitor) 

GENEVA, Switzerland—The Journal 
de Genéve has acceded to the numerous 
requests which have been made for the 
publication of the address delivered by 
M. Micheli at Neuchatel and Zurich re- 
cently. M. Micheli defined the bond of 
unity which drew Switzerland together 
as the desire common to all tozpreserve 
an absolute independence with regard to 
other powers, and to maintain govern- 
ment by the people and for the people 
as the theory of internal poliey. 

In the conclusion, of his address, which 
the Journal de Geneve published in ex- 
tenso, M., Micheli defined the position of 
Switzerland, as an ‘ethical factor in 
Europe and in the world. The demo- 
cratic policies which govern Switzer- 
land have, he said, been transformed 
into a universal .watchword. We have 
not searched for 
solely for the good of our own count, 
we have held them aloft as ideas which 
must govern the—warld. © Remembering 
that, the Swiss national flag bears the 
distinctive sign of the white cross, the 
emblem of ‘the Christian religion, we 
have deemed it the mission of Switzer- 
land to bring about more charity 
among nations. This she is doing by 
her international good works for the re- 
lief of suffering, manifested in so many 
directions during this war. 
her task among nations 4s a land of lib- 
erty and democracy has greatly deter- 
mined Swiss sympathies and antipathies 
in the ‘present. struggle. As for the 
great question of neutrality, every 
Swiss is ready to defend the neittrality | 
of his country against attack, but in 
the realms of ideas, neutrality is es- 
sentially a negative condition. And we 
cannot live on negation. Where justice 
and morality are concerned it is impos- 
sible to be neutral. 

Our moral and national life mist he 
fed by a positive ideal. If we intend to 
exist as a nation in the middle of peo- 
ples whose national life has received 
such a tremendous impulse, we cannot 
be satisfied with negation. Rather must 
we oppose to the German, French, 
Italian, Austrian or British ideals, a 
superior: ideal, not merely Swiss, but 
broad as the world broad as Christian- 
ity. However great the gratitude which 
Switzerland feels towards her army and 
toward her government for the tasks 
which they are performing in this period 
of crisis, she feels that her role in. the 
war cannot be characterized merely by 
the care of her own interests. 
maintaining an attitude of respeet to- 
ward those nations who are risking 
their all in the conflict, she must also 
hold aloft her ideals of liberty, of jus-: 
tice and of love. /

Journal Shaved Opinion of M. 
Laubeyf as to Undersea Boats 
in Present Conflict

PARIS, France—The Journal pub- 
lishes the opinion of M. Laubeuf, form- 
erly chief engineer in the French navy, 
on the position of German and Austrian 
‘submarines in the present War.

N as to character of service fur- 
nished by ticker companies, whether it 
is intrastate or interstate, will be de- 
cided. tomorrow’ morning at a conferénce: 
between ‘representatives, of the ticker 
companies and complainants, Wit the 
public service commission. 

The complainants allege they. were de- 
nied. service after they had made ap- 
plications because of an agreement be- 
tween the ticker companies and the New 
York stock exchange, which provides that 
only those applications approved by the 
exchange ean receive service. _ 

It is contended that the ticker com- 
panies should be compelled to furnish 
service to every. one applying for it, pro- 
viding they were willing to sign an 
agreement with the companies that the 
quotations were to be used only for the 
benefit of theniselves and their custom- 
ers, and that their business is legitimate, 
and that they have no connection in any 
way, shape or manner with bucket, shops 
or illegal stock trading concérns.” : 

It is thie contentions of these ticker. 
companies, in the first place, that the 
service is of an interstate character, and 
if it is not interstate, the quotations 
are the property of the New York stoc 
exchange, that the exchange has the 
right to designate Who shall receive these 
quotations, and that decisions have been 
rendeted by the higher courts affirming 
this contention.

The best way to 
do this is t6 thrust a long-bladed spade 
full depth in the soil on every side of 
the plant and at a distance of, say, a 
foot from the clunip. Then if the clump 
is too large to be lifted out the spade 
should be thrust vertically downward 
in the clump itself, so as to cut it from 
Side to side and from top to bottom. 
This may be done twice at right angles, 
thus making four small clumps, each of 
which will be capable of producing the 
same variety of flowers as the original 
plants. | 

The same method may be practised 
with Bocconia’ (Plume Poppy), zebra 
grass, and similar herbaceous perennials; 
in every case the work being done in 
early spring. The one conspicuous. ex- 
eeption to this rule is the peony. This 
plant should never be transplanted. in 
spring unless it is impossible to arrange 
for transplanting in late August, Sep- 
tember or early October. 

Often the narcissus is allowed to grow 
at will for several years.. When it be- 
gins to produce inferior flowers, or per- 
haps nothing but leaves, the whole bed 
should be dug up after the tops have gone 
down in June. The bulbs: should then 
be dried in a cool, shady, airy place and 
‘cleaned at any convenient time: All the 
bulbs that have survived their use- 
fulness and similar roots should be; eut 
off. None but the bright, clean’ bulbs 
should be saved for ‘planting, which 
should take place early in the fall. Then 
the bulbs should be placed about four 
inches below the sürface of the soil and 
later in the season covered with a thick 
‘mulch to protect them over winter. 

The crocus often fails sooner than any 
other of the hardy bulbs and ‘perennials, 

Cecasionally it may be necessary to 
take up and transplant flowering. shrubs 
which send up numerous stems; for 
e ane ugs and diervilla 


abundance of little, White flowers for 
six or eight weeks in the summer. This 
plant is a great favorite because its 
flowers last a long time in bouquets, It 
has long underground stems and may 
become a weed unless kept within 
bounds. No flowering herb is more 
easily handled than this, however. When 
it is noticed to be on the. wane, the 
principal. part of the clump may be 
dug up and thrown away. No care need 
be taken to get everything out of the 
ground; there will be plenty of the un- 
derground stems to compensate for the 
loss, and by midsummer: the patch will 
look as good as ever, provided that .the

its autumn in spring time. This is the 
great pine. The pines hold their leaves 
or needles fafthfully, all winter long. 
Then when the spring comes part of the 
leaves begin to fall, and new leaves 
begin at the same time.

been in large measure the foundation 
of the peace and amity existing between 
the two nations without interruption 
for a century.

DAMAGES ON SHIP. 
FRYE ASKED IN 
NOTE TO GERMANY 


WASHINGTON—On behalf of the 
owners of the American ship William P. 
Frye, sunk by the Prinz Eitel Friedrich, 
the United States government, in a brief 
note made public Monday, has asked Ger- 
‘many to pay an indemnity of $228,059.54. 
This is the text of mstructions to Am- 
bassador Gerard: 

„ou are instructed to present the 
following note to the German toreign 
office: a 

„Under instructions from my govern- 
ment, I have the honor to present a 
claim for $228,059.54 with interest from 
Jan. 28, 1915, against the German gov- 
ernment on behalf of the owners and 
captain of ‘the Amehican sailing vessel, 
William P. Frye, for damages suffered 
by them on account of the destruction 
of that vessel on the high seas by the 
German armed cruiser, Prinz Kitel- ‘Fried; 
rich, on Jan. 28, 1915. 

The facts: upon which this claim 
arises and by reason of which. the Ger- 
man government is held responsible #y 
the government of the United States for 
the attendant loss and amages are 
briefly as follows: 

„The William P. Frye, a steel sailing 
vessel of 3374 tons gross tonnage, owned 
by American citizens and sailing under 
the United States flag and register from 
Seattle, Wash., Nov. 4, 1914, under char- 
ter to M. E. Houser of Portland, Ore., 
bound for Queenstown, Falmouth or.

penditures were ahead of the company, 
some $20,000,000 for development of the 
Chilean ore properties and the construc- 
tion program at Bethlehem, and the man- 
agement felt that these expenditures 
should be borne out of. earnings, espe- 
cially as the company’s present bonded 
debt is a good deal in excess of its cap- 
ital stock issues. Mr. Schwab added 
thaf he thought every one who under- 
stood the situation approved of their 
policy. 

The number of shares représbnked at 
the meeting was 123,186 preferred. and 
89,133 common. Retiring directors were 
reelected. 

After a recess had bien . for 
counting the votes, Mr. Schwab said 
that so far as had been reported to him, 
business was improving, although he did 
not look for anything like a boom in 
the steel trade. He anticipated an in- 
ereased volume of orders, but not much 
gain in prices. 

In regard to the question of the poliey 
Mr. Schwab refused to, discuss specifi- 
cally the matter of dividends. He said 
that the company’s policy had always 
been to put profits into building up a 
completely rounded out steel manufac- 
turing organization. Some $50,000,000 
had already been spent for this purpose 
and from $20,000,000 to $30,000.000 will 
be required.

Count Okuma Speaks 


Exacrl a fortnight ago we called attention to the fact that 
the great demand which the Japanese government was making on 
China was for the reversion of the German concessions. We were 
able to state that fact on unquestionable authority, and we are able 
to confirm it now, on the authority of Count Okuma himself, 
through the interview printed in our issue of yesterday. We pointed 
out at the time that innumerable wild statements were being made 
as to the Japanese demands, but that it was not in the nature 


of Japanese diplomacy to indulge in fantastic demands which were 


bound to provoke considerable opposition, not only from her 
opponents but from her friends. Count Okuma’s statement com- 
pletely supports that contention. The Japanese proposals are, he 
declares, in complete accordance with the Anglo-Japanese alliance 


and with all the treaties and engagements with other countries, 


and he goes on to deny explicitly most of the statements which have 
been adorning the pages of the press of the world for weeks past. 
The Japanese government, he says, has not demanded the appoint- 
ment of Japanese advisers, and is not attempting to create a pro- 
tectorate. Although, as we have pointed out, there is no question 
that much of the information which has been published about the 
negotiations between China and Japan may be dismissed as mere 
rumor, what Japan really is endeavoring to do, at the present 
moment, whatever her ultimate intentions may be, is, we are con- 
vinced, to insist that if there is to be a paramount influence exerted 
in Pekin, it shall be her own. If all the powers were to consent 
to a self-denying ordinance in this respect, Japan might be willing 


to take her chance with the rest, but in absence of any such under- 


taking she is determined that her own interests being, as she con- 
ceives, most vital, her voice shall be predominant. She has not de- 
manded joint policing, with the exception of a few definite points 
where important interests were at stake. Rumors which have been 
spread about the world, and printed without examination, Count 


Okuma dismisses as the result of efforts of the country to whose 


interests the new Japanese policy is vitally antagonistic, that is to say 
Germany. It was not to be expected that Germany, being at war 
with Japan, would not take full advantage of every diplomatic and 
military opportunity to improve her position. What is remarkable 
is the extraordinary feadiness with which these reports, based on 
nothing more secure than rumor, have been received by so many 
papers. The publication of news which does not happen ever to 
have been news is not to be condoned by the fact that it has attained 
a considerable circulation before the truth about it is discovered. 
The really interesting part of the interview with Count Okuma 
lies, however, in the statement on the subject of the German con- 
cessions. The Count admits that the Japanese government has 
required of Pekin the reversion of the concessions made to Germany 
in Shantung. These concessions are of great value, as Japan is well 
aware, and their acquirement by the Mikado’s s government will be 
of enormous importance to it in pressing its real, policy, which is of 
course an alliance with China on its own terms. As we have already 
pointed out the Japanese demands, so far from being conceived in a 
bungling way, have been framed with the utmost diplomatic skill. 
Nobody objected to the German demands when they were made, for 
the very simple reason that everybody knew that Germany and Russia 
had already come to terms upon the subject. When Kiao Chau was 
acquited by the government in Berlin, none of the great powers 
raised a protest because they were quite conscious, and this is a 
statement which it is impossible to contravene, that the Russian con- 
sent had already been bought with Port Arthur. Then and there- 
after Germany got all the concessions she wanted, and for anybody 
to object now, to the transfer of these to Japan, would be to produce 
from Japan the obvious retort that what was a legitimate transac- 


tion when Pekin was squeezed between the upper and the nether mill- 


stone of Berlin and Petrograd, was, apparently, an illegitimate one 
when Pekin was faced by Tokio alone. 

What, in this particular connection, is at once wonderful and 
interesting is the effort of Japan to soothe the feelings of Berlin. 
‘There is no chance that the Kaiser’s government will be pacified by 
any number of compliments, to the commercial ahd military spirit of 
Japan is per- 

fectly aware of this, and the bestowal of these compliments creates 
the impression, amongst those who best understand Japanese diplo- 
macy, that Tokio is transgressing against a certain epigram of Alfred 
de Musset's, to the effect that a door should either be open or shut. 
If the government of Tokio is not careful it will discover, when 
the moment for drawing up the treaties of peace arrives, that this 
leaving the door ajar may lead to almost as much trouble for it, as 
it led to on that famous occasion, in Goswell Street, when Mrs. 
Bardell was overcome by her emotions, in Mr. Pickwick’s apartments.

British Miners and Food Prices 

STATISTICS just to hand in the March nurhber of the Board of. — 
Trade Labour Gazette provide interesting reading, and do much to 
throw light on the contentions put forward by the Miners Federa- 
tion of Great Britain. The men claim that there has been an ad- 
vance of, roughly, 20 per cent in foodstuffs of everyday use; on the 
other hand, it will be remembered that the government arrived at 
the conclusion that half the main household commodities have: hot. 
materially advanced. From figures now available we are able to 
compare present prices, and to see which contention js more. hearly 
correct. 

Bread, it would appear, has advanced\2 thd. per four pound 
loaf since March, 1914; cheese, 144d. per pound; bacon> after being 
considerably higher, now shows a rise of only 1d. per pound; mut- 
ton and beef, at the same time, mark risés.of from 1d. to 2d. per 
pound, and to take but one more commodity which enters largely into 
the workingman’s weekly budget, sugar, we ‘find a pronounced | 
advance of 114d. per pound. t 

Judging from these figures the claims of the men would seem 
to be reasonable, and it is doubt ful if they would be much better off

should they get the increase of 20 per cent in wages which they are 


now asking for, than they were before the war broke out. At the 
same time they have certainly been called upon to work at least as 
hard as before.

Cooperative Supply Purchase Plans 


ConcREss will have before it at its next session a plan to create, 
in the treasury department, a bureau of general supplies, with 
power to centralize and to supervise manufacture, purchase and 
distribution of all articles used in government offices and depart- 
ments throughout the United States as well as in Washington. The 
plan embodies the advice of a specially constituted group of investi- 
gators drawn from the treasury department staff and set at work 
early in the Wilson administration. If enacted into law the recon- 
struction in method that will follow will be as revolutionary as it 
will be economical, since it will involve standardization. of supplies, 
erection and administration of government storehouses, and buying“ : 
on a larger scale, with consequent gains and reduction of expenses. 

Not the least important detail of the scheme is the intention 
to manufacture and repair all furniture used in the federal build 
ings, a proposition that has in it intimations of concerted opposition 
from opponents of governmental invasion of the producing field of 
business. If furniture today, what will it be tomorrow?“ it will 
be asked. 

For the plan as a whole’ there will, we believe, be general sup- 
port, since it points to conservation of revenue and reduction of 
taxes. There will likely be less skepticism concerning the theory 
of the reform than there will be relative to the possibility of finding 
persons to administer it effectively and without any of the limita- 
tions of a powerful bureauracy. \ 

Of course any attempt in this or any. other field of administra- 
tive action where the.assumed goal is efficiency, reduction of dupli- 
cate machinery, and lowered cost, should presuppose control of the 
process by persons who have been chosen for. the task. on the basis 
of merit and efficiency. T his compels elimination of “polities” and. 
tends to strengthen the merit“ system. If Congress adopts the 
plan it should be with the clear understanding that the new bureau, 
from top to bottom, is to be manned by” the merit Wein o 
appointment.

Tux interval between congresses, by order of the secretary 
of war, is to be used by the general staff of the army of the United 
States in redefining, for the benefit of the public and of federal 
lawmakers, what a wise military policy” for the nation should be 
hence forth. A similar study was made and à formal definition was 
given in 1912, but the result has not had much weight with Con- 
gress. The present war in Europe is forcing fevision of opinions 
on many matters of technique and policy. Debate in and out. of 
Congress indicates far from unanimous opinion as to how far the 5 
advice of professional“ soldiers /should count with persons 
responsible for a national policy of military defense.
